A championship golf event, whether

of a aectional or national nature, Is
always provocative of a swarm of Hows
and Whys. How does he do that? Do
his hands start back first? Does he take
much turf on his Iron shots? Where Is
the weight when he has taken his drtve
or putting stance? How does he play a

method? These and sundry and many
other similar Questions are the subject
of discussion during championship week,
with the players themselves answering.
But to those who bavo followed aftar

the cracks during the last few, years the
possibility of the g&lleryltes having these
questions answered becomes more remotewith each succeeding year. The
method pursued by the average golfer
nowadays Is to secure a, position near
the tee and wait for the championship
aspirants to drive. That over, he scurriesthrough a whirl of tangled legs,
feet, umbrellas, newspapers, falls or runs
over slippery fairway and up and down
slopes until he Is halted by the cry of
"Fore!" Not once does he hear this
cry. but a half dozen timer.

Since once ought to be sufficient, the
average golfer pays little heed and
brushes around to the front row. There
he watches tne piayers mi uie Dan, pokingall attention to the flight of the
sphere rather than ,to how the shot was

made, for must he not hasten to the next
vantage spot to see the mashle

^
pitch

or the putt That done, away to the
next hole for a repeat a wilted collar,
a call at the nearest pop station and
away, happy, perhaps, to home, ready
for another go at it on the morn.

Comparing the Styles.
We have exaggerated not a whit.

Most of the answers to the Hows come
from ft few golfers who watch the championgolfers in their practice rounds and
can tell the means whereby the results
are secured. A championship but for
the tremendous galleries would be the
finest sort of a place for style compari-
sen, DUl W1UBB uajO liavc ivug oiuvv 0""~.

never to return. Wherefore It is necessaryfor the golfer to read and digest
rather than see and assimilate.
But there are golfers eager to learn

who have thought out a system of securingimpressions which will aid them
In their game. They go to a particular
point of vantage, usually high land and
generally near a short hole. There they
stay for an hour at a time watching the
various styles of the many golfers who
pass, and commenting with a friend.
At another time they will go to a tee
and there watch patiently. The net resultIs satisfying for the time being at
least. Usually attempts to copy are disastrous.
But many a golfer will see champions

in the making perform in queer fashion.
Standing near the thirteenth green at
Columbia during the recent championshipwe saw the following violations of
the rules: Out of ten players three ran
their putter blades over the line of putt,
taking with them leaves and loose particles.If done on that green it probablywas done on every green where
such particles were seen between the
bail ana the hole. one or tnese piayers
finished In the prize list.
A fine example this for a half hundred

or more golfers who may or may not
know that particular action was a violationwith a definite penalty attached!
Why these players did this was due, we

should say, to carelessness In practice
rounds among friends, where such
things as close attention to the letter
of the law is a thing of the past

Marker Didn't Know Roles.

Again at the thirteenth a golfer who
drove In the first trap facing the tee and
thirty yards from the pin walked round
the trap and picked up two twigs which
were In the line and were more than
twenty yards from the pin and at least
six or seven yards from his ball. A
couple of golfers who knew the rules
shrugged their shoulders, the marker for
the men never winked an eyelash, not
knowing the rules, or If so not caring in
any way to enforce them even by admonition.This golfer who performed
thusly In the qualifying round also flnI.V./.HIn nrlu Hal

And talk about patting: down the line
of the hole with the flat bottomed
base of the putters. This was done
many and many a time. But the rules
which we saw violated In BO per cent,
of the cases.think of that.by one out
of every two golfers, was where a

practice swing was attempted. Itarely
was the golfer ever a club length away
from the ball and there was seldom
an attempt made to stand that distanceaway.
We will not argue the case ac to

the merits of the rule, for we can
see no reason why a golfer shouldn't
swing within a few Inches of the ball,
provided he does not move It. but since
me 1; uiicu oluico vxuu nsaiA-ianuu una

ruled that a golfer must be a clubs
length away why not live up to the
rule or else make a protest and have
the rule abolished? Once again the
laxity which creeps in with friendly
golf is probably the reason for this
failure to observe a principle.

It is usually the case that the markerschosen for duty know very little
about the rules or care less about
their Job of enforcement. But what
about the fairness to the golfers who
are trying to play the game ns it is
written?

Saw Player Pat Ground.

again. we saw & golfer pat down the
ground between the ball and tho hole.
He patted the ground directly In
front of the ball and then brushed
Imaginary wormcasts aside, keeping up
that performance all the way to the
hole where uneven spots were seen.
Then he holed a longlsh putt, which
we doubt, ho would have made without
the confidence given to him in the
knowledge that the runway at least
was prepared.
Can you Imagine a golfer In a championshipstanding sldewlse when droppinga ball over his shoulder and lookingback to see If he could drop the

ball In an advantageous position? That
ill vnii w« ana otners saw at me
twelfth hole after a Rood player had
gone Into the ditch on hie second.
"Hut," say a number of players with

whom we have talked on these matters."we obey rules as other people.
If rules are made for strict observance
then why was no reprimand at least
Riven to Chic Evans when he arrived
In Washington on the day set for his
play and. althouRh, he could have
started by two-thirty or three, elected
to piny over the Chevy Chase links
next door?*1
The clearing up process should start
from the top and not the bottom.
And there Is more than a grain of
sense In this proposal.

College Golf Has Improve#.
College golf has Improved wonderfullythe last five years, more so, w*

believe, than any other gpeclAllsed

.
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group. The facts that letters are given
to members of championship teams,
that the game has been made a major
sport, havo induced this condition.
In the play at Greenwich recently

the high spots were hit in golfing ability.The course is well trapped for indifferentshots, has good long and short
holes, and possesses the finest of puttinggreens, which aid in the making
of low figures. Uneven strength on the
greens will send the scores kiting,
while confidence is the portion of all
golfers when each putting surface Is
the same In texture.
Looking over the bong list of tourneyswhich have been of prominence In

the last three or four years, there Is
none which approaches the high excellenceof golf as exhibited at Green-
wich. Two golfers had scores under
the 70 mark and four others making
par look feeble, running over a stretch
of from six to nine holes. Dean and
Walker, In particular, did not show up
the course, but they did show up the
excellence of their own game, college
golf and the wonderful possibilities,
b'weetser. Ward and McKee had
stretches of lower than par golf. There
were a dozen cracking good golfers who
equalled or surpassed any of the old
time Intercollegiate champions with the
exception of H. Chandler Egan.

This is a very refreshing sign. There
was a time when college golfers cared
about nothing but a long drive. How
they did ply that wooden club round
their necks and break their backs to
get back of the swing! To-day it Is all
different There is little or no overswinging.The lively ball of course has
changed that to a great extent. None
of the golfers to-day has quite such long
back swings as when the ball was less
active.
To secure the maximum of straightness,theory and practice insist that

complete control of the clubhead be had,
and this Is best accomplished by a swing
which does not go beyond the horlsontal.
Many a golfer to-day is using less with
expert results and no loss of distance
due to a new found timing which carries
the weight Into the ball at the correct
moment.

Does Not Permit of Slagging,
The ball, therefore, does not permit of

that wild slugging which was once the
collegian's pride. It scurries to trouble
too easily and quickly. The care for
straightness has brought about more attentionto the minor details and the resulthas been a rise in collegiate excellence.

It Is a fortunate thing for American
golf that this Is so. Of the great numberof stars developed Sie past few seasonsnot 10 per cent, have been non-collegegolfers. Knepper, McKee, Lovell,
Fuller, McMahon, Ward, Sweetser, Dean,
i.o aay nouiing 01 ooooy jones ana jrrescottand a host of others who have becomeprominent both locally and nationally,are lined up against non-college
stars such as Wright, Harmon and a few
others. The continued disinclination of
clubs around the large centres of population,except Boston, to permit the
young chaps to play golf at times convenientfor them has brought about the
present status. College golf as we look
on It to-day is the hope of the country
for championship timber.

In the New York section very little attentionIs paid to the boys under 17 or
18. As a result we find the Westchester
County Golf Association with an entry
of less than a score in its Junior championshipwith New Jersey, having room
for many more entrants. But In Boston,
wiicio mc VIUU8 III iuthiiy uiDiaituea pcj
mlt the boys to use. the links even when
their fathers are not members of the golf
club, there was a turnout well over a
hundred. One boy had a 72 and others
showed games well down In the seventies.

This system has been in vogue in the
Boston district for a number of years,
and the stars, such as Raymond Oulmet,
Freddy Wright. Eddie Lowery and
others, who have been developed prove
that it pays. Without this privilege
Fred Wright never would have developedto such an excellence that he would
have been the champion of Massachusettsand later a sixth round player In
the British amateur.

Pens State Haa a Pro."
The hiring of an Instructor by colleges

is only the matter of a few years, if
that Penn State already has a resident
"pro," with other Institutions of learning
about to adopt the same policy. A
parent sends a boy to college and the
latter takes up golf with an eye to the
future. In all other branches of sport

vise or train the students. "Why not In
golf?" say not only the young men hut
the parents.
We venture to predict therefore that

within five years' time there will be
fifty colleges and universities which will
not only make arrangements for the
play of the students at some nearby
courses If the college has not a golf
course of Its own. but will furnish paid
Instructors to Initiate the newcomers into
the mysteries of the game. Then indeed
we shall see golf advance in perfection.
How can It be made better? By more

rigid adherence to style, hy using
sounder judgment, by the early lessons
ui PAptriunce, uy mo iuruci oiniiuaiuo

made each year, which became the
marks for attainment, and In divers
other ways which only teaching can
bring about. To minimize the presenceof faults will be the great service
to be performed by the coach. And the
standard of American golf will advance
to the greatest heights.
Not until this year could that

prophecy be made. The International
flavor helped mightily to give tone and
standard. Competition Is the ladder to
excellence and the Interest now manifest
In three hundred seats of learning In
this country In the matter of golf curriculumIs good to see.
